Henry  Hadley  conducted  the  performance  of  his 
Resurgam  at  Queens  Hall  last  night  and  seemed  to 
extract  from  choir  and  orchestra  every  ounce  of  ex- 
pression to  the  manifest  enjoyment  of  the  audience. 
The  composer  is  evidently  a  past  master  of  cliche,  and 
eschews  anything  that  savors  of  mere  classicism,  be- 
yond, of  course,  a  generous  use  of  sequences.  Resur- 
gam, which  is  a  setting  of  a  poem  by  Louise  Ayres 
Garnett,  is  very  broad  in  its  gesture,  transparent  and 
heroic. 

Mr.  Hadley  requires  a  large  orchestra,  and  having 
been  brought  up  in  the  right  school,  he  allows  us  the 
full  force  of  the  orchestra  without  stint. 

There  was  therefore  no  lack  of  high  lights,  pleas- 
antly contrasted  with  passages  of  subdued  tone. 

The  whole  work,  indeed,  was  very  popular  with 
the  audience,  making  an  immediate  appeal.— London 
Daily  Telegraph,  April  11,  1924.
